Miller vows to 
s t a y ,asks for more assistance 


Police Chief William Miller vowed Tuesday that he will 
“never quit or resign” as a result of what he termed politically 
motivated attacks and “unsupported accusations” by The 
Democrat-Capital. 
Miller indirectly accused The Democrat-Capital of biased 
reporting and of treating his department unfairly in a letter he 
wrote to Third Ward Democrat Carl Franklin, who is chairman 
of the City Council’s police committee. 
In the letter, Miller outlined specific needs he said must be 
met for his department to cope with the local drug problem. At 
the same time, he reaffirmed his determination to stay on as 
police chief. 
In a prepared statement given to newsmen, along with copies 
of the letter to Franklin, Miller said: 
“I appreciate and sincerely thank the members of the Sedalia 
City Council who demonstrated the courage to refuse to suspend 
me without evidence, without hearing and without an 
opportunity to defend myself. The mayor has again pursued his 
very best effort, outside the law, to force me out of office and 


has failed again. If truth and facts prevail he will never succeed 
and I will never resign or quit on account of unjust and 
unsupported accusations as made by The Sedalia Democrat and 
politically motivated groups. I welcome the federal grand jury 
investigation the mayor has promised the council will be 
forthcoming, and I offer total and complete cooperation to the 
...investigation.” 
Along these same lines,Miller said in the last paragraph of the 
letter to Franklin, “... all law enforcement needs the support 
rather than unsupported accusations of uninformed citizens, the 
mayor and The Sedalia Democrat. In this connection, the police 
department appreciates the fair treatment and unbiased 
reporting from KSIS.KDRO and KMOS.” 
He also said in the letter, “The mayor and some members of 
the council as well as the local newspaper and the public have 
called upon this department for more aggressive law 
enforcement in connection with drug-related offenses. I am in 
total agreement with this position ...” 
Miller said his department needs “a drug ordinance spelling 


out violations and punishments. There is presently no such 
ordinance and drug violations are not city offenses.” It was 
pointed out earlier that all drug arrests made by city police 
officials must be processed through the county prosecuting 
attorney’s office. 
A “Missouri Crime Index,” prepared by the Show-Me 
Regional Planning Commission for Region 13, said that in a 
period from January to June of this year no narcotics arrests 
were made by Sedalia police officials. The same study said that 
seven drug arrests were made by the sheriff’s department. 
Region 13 covers Pettis, Johnson and Lafayette Counties. 
The police chief also said that he needs a drug specialist who 
would “devote full time solely to the drug problem.” Hiring 
such a man, he pointed out in the letter, would not increase his 
budget because he is “presently short one officer” and the drug 
specialist could fill that vacancy. He also said, “I have a 
qualified, trained and experienced man presently available for 
employment upon approval by the Police Personnel Board and 
the council.” The man was not identified. 


Miller also recommended that the city appropriate 
buy 
money to his department “in order to make purchases from 
pushers. Such purchases are necessary for arrest and conviction 
of the (drug) dealers,” he said. He added that the department 
needs two additional detectives earning the same salaries as a 
corporal, $650 a month, “to work drug problems.” 
Miller also said, “We need a better working relationship 
between the police department and other law enforcement 
agencies. We have had a meeting in this connection with the 
Missouri State Highway Patrol and it has been recommended 
a meeting (be held) regularly, every week, to be attended by the 
prosecuting attorney, the sheriff, the local officer in charge of 
the ... Highway Patrol and the police chief. The purpose of such 
meeting would be to coordinate all law enforcement efforts 
against the local drug problem. The ... Highway Patrol has 
recommended and agreed to these meetings.” 
The letter followed Monday night’s City Council meeting at 
Convention Hall during which two motions to oust Miller were 
each defeated by 5 to 3 votes.

Judge says 
no to hike 
in postage 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The cost of 
mailing a letter will remain at 10 cents 
indefinitely under a court ruling that 
could mark the end of Saturday mail 
delivery. 
U.S. District Court Judge John J. 
Sirica on Tuesday blocked postal rate 
increases 
scheduled 
for 
Dec. 
28. 
including a rise in the first-class letter 
rate from 10 to 13 cents. Postal officials 
say they will appeal. 
The decision is the latest in a series of 
blows to the financially troubled Postal 
Service. 
The 
service, 
which 
had 
expected to lose $1.4 billion this fiscal 
year even with the higher rates, says it 
will have a $2.6-billion deficit without 
them. 
Postmaster General 
Benjamin

Bailar has said the Postal Service might 
not be able to afford continuation of 
Saturday delivery even with an increase 
in postal rates. He indicated further 
fiscal problems could lead to an early 
halt in Saturday service. 
After Bailar made that statement, he

recalls ’Papa' 


K E Y W EST, Fla. (AP) — 
The man who earned a place 
in literature by consistently 
outhunting Ern est Hem ­ 
ingway often relives the hunt 
and his frien dsh ip with 
“ Papa.” 
“ Sometimes, when you sit 
down, don't you dream about 
the p a s t I often think about it 
and hunt it all over again in 
my mind,” Charles Thompson 
says 
Thompson, at 76 his dark 
hair turned silver ¿nd his once- 
lean bwiv no longer so slim, 
doesn't hunt and fish much 
anymore, But he remembers 
HemingWay, generally regarded 
as one of the finest writers ever 
produced in America. 
Recently, the long-time Key 
West resident told how he met 
Hemingway in 1928: 
“ Georgie Brooks, a local 
boy Ernest later used in his 
books, told Ernest he knew a 
guy who liked to fish ... I had a 
boat I took him out in that. He 
was so pleased with it, he had 
three of his friends come down 
with him." 
A smile creeps over Thomp­ 
son's 
face. 
“ When 
I 
went 
home to my wife that day, I 
told her: I met a man today 
who claims to be a writer.’” 
The 
friends 
Hemingway 
brought with him were writers 
Jo h n 
Dos P a s s o s and 
Archibald MacLeish, and artist 
Waldo Pierce 
“ They were all fine men," 
Thompson says "But Ernest 
and I liked to hunt and fish 
better than the rest.” 
Hemingway and Thompson, 
who owned a hardware store, 
became fast friends — fishing 
for tarpon in the Gulf of Mex­ 
ico and hunting for elk in 
W isconsin and rabbit in 
France. 
In 1933, Hemingway invited 
Thompson to join him on a 
two-month 
African 
safari. 
H em ingway wrote “ The 
Green Hills of Africa” about 
his defeats in hunting during 
that safari Thompson was the 
character Karl. 
The crowning blow to He­ 
mingway’s ego came near the 
end of the safari, when 
Thompson returned to camp 
with a kudu larger than the 
writer's. 
“ Why does he have to beat 
me so bloody badly,” wrote 
Hemingway. 
Thompson said the whole af­ 
fair was “ so unfair." 
“ Ernest was a better hunter 
and a better shot ... But 
almost every time. I shot 
something bigger. It was just 
a freak,” Thompson said. 
Thompson’s wife. Lorraine, 
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said H e m in g w a y often 
stopped foi visits after he left 
his home in Key West for one 
in C uba. 
B ut in 1960. 
something didn’t seem right. 
“ He was coming through 
from Cuba on his way west,” 
she said. “ You know, he 
usually had a spring in his 
walk that sort of shook the 
whole house. But that time, he 
feet were sort of dragging. ” 
A year later, Hemingway 
committed suicide. He was 62.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
Farmers Home Administration, 
an agency of the Agriculture 
Department, has put into effect 
new rules aimed at making it 
easier for small rural banks to 
finance business and industrial 
projects in their areas 
Under the Rural Develop­ 
ment Act of 1972, the Farmers 
Home Administration is author­ 
ized to guarantee up to 90 per 
cent of loans made by banks 
and other private lenders for 
business and industrial develop­ 
ment in all areas except cities 
of 50.000 population and larger. 
The 
new 
regulations, 
an­ 
nounced Tuesday by the agen­ 
cy. will allow lenders — mostly 
banks — to sell or assign part 
or all of the guaranteed portion 
of a loan as well as the guaran­ 
teed part to other investors. 
Previously, a 
bank which 
made the loan had to handle it 
singly. Officials said that in 
many cases small banks with 
limited capital and lending au­ 
thority were reluctant to handle 
the guaranteed loans, thus forc­ 
ing potential borrowers to look 
elsewhere. 
The new rules, for example, 
will enable a bank to use secon­ 
dary money markets such as 
private individuals and insur­ 
ance companies and still play 
an active role in community de­ 
velopment objectives of the 
loan program. 


A spokesman for the agency 
said the new rules were sought 
by banking groups. The new 
plan preserves the 90 per cent 
loan guarantee feature, mean­ 
ing that if there are defaults 
the government is pledged to 
make good on the loans up to 
the amount of the guarantee. 
Since the first loans were 
made in January 1974, the 
agency approved 
loan com­ 
mitments of $635.7 million for 
1,155 projects through Nov. 30. 
Officials said there have been 
some defaults but that those 
have amounted to “ less than 1 
per cent" of the total 


Although the loans are made 
by private lenders and do not 
involve appropriated taxpayer 
money. Congress sets the lend­ 
ing level annually. That is $350 


million for this fiscal year 
which will end next June 30, 
the same as in 1974-75. The lev­ 
el was $200 million in 1973-74, 
the first year of operation. 
“ Regardless of whether he 
sells or retains part or all of 
the loan, the lender originating 
the loan is responsible for col­ 
lecting principal and interest 
and otherwise servicing the 
loan." 
the

Adminis­ 
tration said 
Also, the new regulations 
stipulate that the lender must 
notify the administration in 
case of default and “ has first 
responsibility for buying back 
the parts of a loan” which had 
been sold or assigned to secon­ 
dary investors. 
Despite 
the 
provision 
for 
enabling cities of up to 50,000 to 
qualify, officials said priority is 
given to loan applications for 
projects in “ open country, rural 
communities and towns of 25.- 
000 or less.” 
The loans are not individually 
limited as to size and can run 
for as long as 30 years. Interest 
rates reflect the commercial 
money market and are arrived 
at between the lender and bor­ 
rower. No federal interest sub­ 
sidies are involved. 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Un­ 
seasonably warm weather has 
helped the 1976 winter wheat 
crop perk up some, but many 
areas still needed moisture by 
mid-month, according to the 
Agriculture Department. 


“ Warm weather early last 
week in Kansas helped wheat 
in western areas, but over-all 
conditions remain unchanged — 
good in the eastern half and 
poor to fair in the western 
half." the department said to­ 
day in a weekly weather re­ 
view.

good growth by Dec. 14 al­ 
though some areas were dry. 
Winter wheat in Texas also was 
hurting from lack of moisture. 
Dry weather also continued 
to be a problem in Colorado 
and in parts of the northern 
plains, the report said. 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
cotton industry is urging Con­ 
gress 
to approve 
legislation 


which would increase grower 
contributions for promotion and 
research from a checkoff of $1 
per bale now to a maximum of 
1 per cent of its value. 
If cotton brought producers 
50 cents a pound, about the 
price today, the checkoff could 
go up to around $2.50 per bale. 
A bill to boost the rate is being 
supported by the National Cot­ 
ton Council, which represents 
producers and the industry. 
A House agriculture subcom­ 
mittee was told Tuesday that 
the bill would enable growers 
to finance research and promo­ 
tion themselves. At present, the 
government contributes $3 mil­ 
lion toward such programs to 
supplement money raised by 
grower checkoffs. 


C. L. Denton Jr., a grower 
from Denwood, Ark , and presi­ 
dent of the council, pledged 
support of the bill and said it 
would assure that funding of 
promotion and research “ would 
come from producers them­ 
selves. not from government."

Natural gas supplies 
are larger than usual 


KANSAS CITY (AP) — Be­ 
cause of an exceptionally mild 
fall two pipeline companies 
which supply most of the natu­ 
ral gas used in Kansas and 
western Missouri 
now 
have 
larger supplies than usual, the 
Federal Power Commission re­ 
ports. 
Spokesmen for Cities Service 
Gas Co.. and Panhandle East­ 
ern Pipeline Co., agreed there 
is little danger there will not be 
enough gas for homes. 


Panhandle Eastern headquar­ 
ters in Houston said that busi­ 
nesses and industries who are 
cut off when gas is needed to 
heat homes and serve other 
high priority customers may 
not face as many curtailments 
this winter. Many of these “ in- 
terruptibles ' have switched en­ 
tirely to alternate fuels any­ 
way. 


The Federal Power Commis­ 
sion survey is based on Nov. 1 
storage figures. It comes about 
two weeks after the Federal 
Energy Administration issued a 


warning that a survey in Au­ 
gust showed Kansas and Mis­ 
souri were in danger of severe 
curtailments. 
The FPC report showed that 
10 natural gas wholesalers in 
the Midwest had 10 per cent 
more gas in underground stor­ 
age than they did on Nov. 1 last 
year, when the weather also 
was comparatively mild. 
Cities Service reported its un­ 
derground storage up 5.4 per 
cent and Panhandle 4.9 per 
cent. 
“A very favorable circum­ 
stance for the coldest days of 
winter,” 
the 
Panhandle 
spokesman said. 
Cities Service said because of 
the mild weather it still was 
pumping gas into underground 
storage far into November, sev­ 
eral weeks after it normally 
would have had to use all of its 
flow to meet current needs.

have “household” income of 
less than $7,500, the Missouri 
Department erf Revenue wants 
to put tax money back in your 
pocket. 
Ever since the General As­ 
sembly approved the so-called 
“circuit breaker” legislation in 
. 1973, the department has han­ 
dled claims from the elderly, 
but not everyone has gotten the 
message. 
But during next year’s state 
income tax reporting period, 
Harry Otto, the department in­ 
come tax division head, expects 
a 15 per cent increase in the 
number of claims being filed. 
The 
department 
is 
in­ 
tensifying its efforts to get the 
word 
out 
to senior citizen 
groups, churches and nursing 
homes to include all of those 
who might be eligible for the 
program. 
Called “circuit breaker” be­ 
cause it's desgned to break the 
circuit 
of 
rising 
costs 
and 
dwindling incomes for older 
Missourians, 
the 
program 
amounts to a rebate of state in­ 
come tax payments based on 
the amount of property tax 
paid. But renters, as well as 
property owners, are included 
in the program. 
To qualify, a person must be 
over 65 and have an annual 
“household-income—which 
in 
eludes Social Security and non- 
taxable pension benefits—of un­ 
der $7,500. 
Even though a person does 
not pay state income tax, he 
may qualify for a state rebate 
by filing the required form. 


Tables supplied with the form 
show that a person qualifying 
for the rebate and having an in­ 
come of $3,500 would receive a 
rebate of $385 if his or her an­ 
nual property tax amounted to 
between $475 and $500. if 20 per 
cent of the person’s annual rent 
was between $475 and $500, he’d 
receive that same $385 rebate. 
Annual property taxes or 20 
per cent of the annual rent 
equalling $300 would bring a 
$208 rebate for a person with 
that same income. 
Since the program uses a 
sliding scale based on income 
and the amount of property 
taxes paid, a person with a 
higher income would get less of 
a rebate 


An annual household income 
of $6,000 and property tax pay­ 
ments or 20 per cent of annual 
rent equalling $475 would bring 
a $244 rebate check from the 
state. But if the property tax or 
r e n t p e r c e n t a g e figures 
amounted to $200, there would 
be no refund 


Evidence that not everyone 
who’s eligible is taking advan­ 
tage of circuit breaker laws 
can be found in the fact that 
during the first two years, less 
than half of the $13 million an­ 
nual appropriation to find the 
program was consumed 


About 53,000 persons took 
part each year, receiving an 
average rebate of $95. 


“ Changes in the law, taking 
effect Jan. 1, are expected to 
bring about an increase in the 
dollar amount per claim,” Otto 
said.

an 
amendment that could halt the use of 
American funds to support factions 
fighting in the African nation. 
The Senate scheduled a two-hour secret 
session today before a planned vote on an 
amendment to the $112.3-billion defense 
appropriation bill that would prohibit use 
of any funds in Angola except for 
intelligence gathering. 
The defense bill normally includes 
funds in undisclosed amounts for the 
CIA. which reportedly has committed $50 
million for military equipment to assist 
two Angolan factions opposing forces 
supported by the Soviet Union and Cuba. 
A White House spokesman declined 
comment Tuesday on reports of U.S. 
involvement, but he said President Ford 
is seriously concerned by “actions taken 
by the Soviet 
Union and Cuba 
in 
providing large quantities of military aid 
and men to Angola.”

Initially sponsored by Sen. Dick Clark, 
D-Iowa. the resolution would permit the 
president to use available funds to openly 
assist military factions in Angola unless 
either the House or Senate disapproves 
within 30 days. 


The resolution would be binding if 
passed by both the House and Senate and 
if signed by the president. It will be 
considered Thursday by the full Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee. 


The subcommittee resolution supports 
efforts by the Organization of African 
Unity to settle the conflict in Angola and 
calls on all countries to term inate 
m ilitary assistance to any group in 
Angola

PARIS (AP) — Iran today forcefully 
rejected an assertion by Secretary of 
State Henry A. Kissinger that the oil pro­ 
ducing countries were mostly respon­ 
sible for the financial bind of the poor na­ 
tions. 
Iranian Interior M inister Jam shid 
Amouzegar told the conference on in­ 
ternational economic cooperation that, 
on the contrary, it was the industrialized 
West which was responsible. 
Amouzegar led off the expected stiff 
response by the oil producers to Kiss­ 
inger’s statem ent Tuesday on the first 
day of the conference. The two state­ 
m ents underlined th at despite ex­ 
pressions of conciliation the two sides 
had not budged in the year of pre­ 
p a ra to ry work leading up to the 
landmark conference. 
Kissinger had said “the energy crisis 
... has dealt a serious blow to global 
stability and prosperity” and that the oil 
producers therefore had to bear most of 
the burden of helping the poor nations 
with their balance of payments deficits. 
“The staggering deficits in the pay­ 
ment balances of the (developing coun­ 
tries) in 1975 and beyond cannot be simp­ 
ly or simplistically blamed on any one 
factor — certainly not the oil price rise.” 
Amouzegar told the foreign ministers 
and high officials of the 27 participants. 
“Their financial difficulties result 
mainly from inadequacies of export 
earnings, accelerated inflation and deep­ 
ened recession in the W est.” Amouzegar 
said. "... The cruelest blow to developing 
countries’ chances of accelerated de­ 
velopment has come not from the oil 
price rise but from higher costs of im­ 
ported food, industrial manufactures. 
Western services and capital goods. ” 
Iran has been paired off with the Euro­ 
pean Common M arket to be copresidents 
of a commission to deal with financial af­ 
fairs. sources said. The conference is to 
create three other commissions to con­ 
tinue work for at least a year. Algeria 
and the Common Market will be co­ 
leaders of a commission to deal with de­ 
velopment. and Japan and Peru will be 
in charge of a commission on raw m ate­ 
rials.

Bouteflika was to have breakfast with 
Kissinger today before delivering his 
speech.

Kissinger held his first meeting with 
the new Spanish foreign minister. Count 
Jose M aria de Areilza, on Tuesday to 
discuss the status of the three U.S.

constitutionality of a sweeping series of 
federal court orders that put troubled 
South Boston High School in receivership 
and restricted the authority of the 
elected school board.

P r a c tic a lly e v e ry b o d y 
knows that Betsy Ross de­ 
signed the first flag at the re­ 
quest of George Washington;

But a lot of fiction got mixed 
in with a little bit of fact, says

“Betsy may have designed 
the flag but there is no docu­ 
m entary evidence that she 
did. It wasn’t until the 1870s 
that her grandson made the 
claim that Washington had 
asked her to d o it..." 
As for Molly Pitcher — true, 
she did bring water to soothe 
the fevered soldiers on the 
battlefield of Monmouth, but

The remaining 65 tons of 
Iran’s catch go to the Soviet 
Union, where big caviar appe­ 
tites can t be satisfied by 
home production because in- 
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moods.. 
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dustrial pollution on the Soviet 
end of the Caspian has driven 
fish toward Iranian shores. 
The R ussians signed an 
agreem ent with Iran this fall 
to set up five hatching plants 
to increase the sturgeon popu­ 
lation in the Caspian by 11 mil­ 
lion a year, helping offset 
pollution damage. 
Iran officials also are count­ 
ing on the investment to dou­ 
ble their own production. But 
the trouble is that caviar- 
bearing fish take 14 years to 
m ature — and there’ll be no 
eixtra caviar until then.

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Siamese twin girls 


may be separated soon 


W ICHITA, Kan. (A P) — The surgical separation of 
Siamese twin girls bom Nov. 7 at a Wichita hospital may be 
accomplished in a few weeks they are doing so well, a consul­ 
tant surgeon says. 
Dr. Robert Filler, a thoracic surgeon and chief of clinical 
surgery at Children’s Hospital Medical Center in Boston, told 
a news conference Tuesday the surgery to separate the twins 
should not be complicated. 
Hospital officials said it is possible the twins share a por­ 
tion of a single liver, but Filler said this would not present 
serious problems during the separation. 
Filler was in Wichita as a consulting surgeon to discuss the 
Siamese twins with the staff of St Joseph Hospital Filler has 
separated Siamese twins in previous operations. 
He said the twins are doing ‘exceptionally well” and there 
has been no reason to rush the separation surgery. 
The liver could be divided between the two and each half 
would regenerate to allow each child to lead a normal life. 
Filler said 
No specific date for separation of the twins has been set 
and the physicians who will perform the surgery have not yet 
been named. The infants are joined from the lower part of 
^ e breast bone to the navel. 
Filler said the twins are receiving excellent care at the 
Wichita hospital and probably could go home within two 
weeks after the separation surgery' barring unexpected com­ 
plications.

Samuel Conti, canceling Miss 
M oore’s scheduled trial, said 
Tuesday he was convinced that 
her last-minute change of plea 
from innocent to guilty was 
“ voluntarily, knowingly and in­ 
telligently given." 
But 
he 
expressed 
concern 
about Miss Moore’s refusal to 
say under oath whether anyone 
encouraged her or helped her 
plan the attempted assassina­ 
tion of Ford before Sept. 22. the 
day she fired a shot at the 
President. 
“ I'm not completely satisfied 
with some statements she made 
as to who assisted her in form­ 
ing her intentions to commit 
this a ct,” said Conti. 
The judge urged her to give 
probation officers further infor­ 
mation 
on 
the 
possible 
in­ 
volvement of others in the at­ 
tack 
on 
F'ord. 
Such 
a 
dis­ 
closure. he said,“ could assist in 
possible 
mitigation 
of 
sen­ 
tence." 
Conti said he would sentence 
Miss Moore on Ja n . 15. He has 
the option of sending her to jail 
for any term up to life. 
Her attorney. Public Defend­ 
er Jam es Hewitt, urged the 
judge to order a jury trial at 
which he could provide Miss 
Moore with a defense of in­ 
sanity or diminished capacity.

Miss Moore, a matronly book­ 
keeper who turned F^BI inform­ 
er and infiltrated the radical 
underground, showed no reac­ 
tion to the judge’s remarks. 
She stood before the bench and 


once more calmly entered her 
plea: "G uilty." 
E arlier, she admitted on the 
witness stand that she fired a 
shot at Ford as he left a down­ 
town hotel and said she meant 
to kill him. A bystander deflec­

her gun, and the bullet 
missed the President.

TOKYO (AP) — One of the 


most important things about 
President Ford’s trip to Pek­ 
ing was afterward — the 
farewell the Chinese gave to 
the outgoing envoy to China, 
George Bush, director de­ 
signate of the Central In­ 
telligence Agency. 
During the President’s five- 


day visit to the Chinese 
capital, everyone concentrat­ 
ed on the tough talk of first 
Vice Premier Teng Hsiao-ping 
in his welcoming banquet 
Dec. 1. 
Teng laid it on the line as far 


as U.S. relations with the So­ 
viet Union were concerned. 
He said, as he had to U.S. 
Secretary of State Henry A. 
Kissinger in October, that it 
was folly to rely on detente 
with the Soviet Union. 
The Chinese were uneasy 


about the determination of the 
United States to resist Soviet 
expansion in Asia. The fall of 
Vietnam and the firing of De­ 
fense Secretary Jam es R. 
Schlesinger, who cautioned 


against detente, had the Chi­ 
nese on edge. 


No one knows what was dis­ 
cussed in the three talks be­ 
tween Ford and Teng, but that 
they were more than satisfac­ 
tory soon became evident. 
After the first one, Com­ 
munist Chairman Mao Tse- 
tung, 81, invited Ford and his 
party to see him in what 
turned out to be something of 
a love feast. 


Little noticed, but immense­ 
ly significant, too, was the 
way the Chinese said farewell 
to Bush. He went out on Sun­ 
day, three days after the Ford 
party had quit town. Though 
he wasn’t even an am ­ 
bassador of an allied state, 
both Teng and Foreign 
Minister Chiao Kuanhua 
called him in for a farewell 
chat jand gave him lunch, an 
almost unheard of gesture for 
a departing envoy.

cial lawmaking began in ear­ 
nest. 
THC House committee meet­ 
ings, which were designed to 
hear testimony only and not 
vote on the bills, are to help the 
legislature get off to a fast 
start when the session officially 
begins Jhn. 7. 
Public employes must be pro­ 
vided with a means of settling 
labor disputes or the threat of 
strikes will continue throughout 
the state, according to testiomy 
before the House Labor Com­ 
mittee. 
“We haven’t had these prob­ 
lems yet, but the pressure is 
building up and I don’t say that 
threateningly,’’ said Arthur 0. 
Hamm, who represents the 
Missouri State Council of the 
American Federation of State, 
County and Municipal Employ­ 
es. 
Return to the single license 
plate system Missouri once had 
was 
the 
topic 
of 
another 
House committee. 
The bill, which provides for 
issuance of a single license 
plate every five years received 
favorable response from the 
committee. 
Disabled veterans would re­ 
ceive free licenses under an 
amendment considered by the 
committee. 
Tags would be issued for the 
four years following the initial 
metal plate delivery. 
The Labor Committee Chair­ 
man, Earl Schlef, D-Dellwood, 
a co-sponsor of the proposed 
collective bargaining bill his 
committee 
was 
considering, 
said another hearing would be 
held shortly after the beginning 
of the session. 


He said he hoped the bill, 
which cleared the House last 
session, would reach the Senati 
by mid-January. The measure 
died in the Senate last session. 
The bill’s opponents claim the 
measure’s no-strike provision 
will not be effective. They said 
that if such a bill were passed, 
massive public employe work 
stoppages would result 


A 
tax 
study 
commission 
would be formed under a bill 
presented to the Revenue and 
Economics Committee. 
Sponsor Steve 
Vossmeyer, 
D-St. Louis, said lawmakers 
will be faced with some “ hard 
tax decisions’’ in the next few 
years and must be provided the 
detailed information needed to 
make equitable tax changes. 
He acknowledged that little 
attention had been given to a 
similar tax study conducted in 
1968. which covered the financ­ 
ing of both state and local gov­ 
ernments. 
“ But the state had the luxury 
to ignore it then,” he said in 
referring to the surplus tax 
receipts then in the General 
Revenue fund. Now the state is 
facing the possible need to cut 
back on services in order to 
avoid a deficit. 


Additional funding for school 
districts in which welfare fami­ 
lies send their children is in­ 
cluded in another bill discussed 
during 
Tuesday’s 
informal 
hearings. 
The bill, sponsored by Rep. 
Wayne Goode, D-Normandy, re­ 
vises the way Missouri dis­ 
tributes funds to school dis­ 


tricts, and it makes special al­ 
lowances for poorer districts. 
St. Louis, Kansas City and 
some parts of southeast Mis­ 
souri would benefit from the 
proposal. There are about 135,- 
000 pupils in Missouri public 
schools from families receiving 
Aid to Dependent Children pay­ 
ments. 
In other House committee ac­ 
tion, a bill establishing min­ 
imum safety and health re­ 
quirements for child care, fos­ 
ter homes and other child-re­ 
lated facilities was discussed. 
Rep. Sue Shear, D-Brent- 
wood, said the bill was needed 
to insure the safety of children 
whose mothers are forced to 
work outside the home. 
Written estimates for all car 
repairs is required under anoth­ 
er bill heard Tuesday. The bill 
requires auto repairmen to pay 
for all costs over the 10 per 
cent of the original estimate, 
unless the car owner gives pri­ 
or consent to the additional 
work. 
Under state law, auto repair­ 
men have the right to hold a 
person’s car until the bill is 
paid, regardless of how much 
over the original estimate the 
final bill is.

Pork, chicken decrease; beef prices on rise 


JEFFERSON 
CITY, 
Mo. 
(AP) 
— Pork and 
chicken 
prices dropped for retail cus­ 
tomers this week as the Christ- 
mass holidays approached, ac­ 
cording to the weekly market- 
basket survey by the Missouri 
Farm Bureau. 
But beef prices were general­ 
ly higher, the survey of se­ 
lected food items at 50 stores 
across the state showed. 
The weekly price check also 
showed that 15 of the 23 food 
items were lower in price this 
week than a week ago. 
Pork steak was down eight 
cents a pound to $1.41 while a 
shank portion of ham was off 
three cents to $1.14 a pound and 
a butt portion down down two 
cents to $126 a pound. 
Pork blade roast was two 
cents lower at $1.36 a pound 
and center cut chops were a 
penny lower at $1.89. 
A pound chicken cut up in 


parts was down two cents to 63 
cents and whole fryers were a 
nickel lower at 53 cents. 
Round steak led the beef cuts 
to increase this week, rising 
eight cents a pound to $1.73. 
Blade roast was up four cents a 
pound to $1.05 and Arm roast, 
T-bone steak and sirloin steak 
were each three cents higher at 
$124, $2.33 and $1.98 respective­ 
ly 
Only rib steak, dropping four 
cents a pound to $1.85 and 
ground beef dropping a penny 
to 80 cents a pound, recorded 
declines. 


A gallon of whole milk was 
down three cents to $1.55 and 2 
per cent was two cents lower at 
.$1-50. 
A dozen grade A eggs showed 
little change with extra large at 
86 and large at 83 remaining 
steady and medium up a penny 
at 80 cents. 


A \Vt pound loaf of white 
bread was a penny cheaper at 
64 cents, 10 pound of red po­ 
tatoes were two cents lower at 
$127 and five pounds of cane 
sugar was down two cents to 
$1.34.

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The City Council, 
the people’s will 


By any standard, Monday’s City 
Council meeting was a unique 
occurrence. When else can anyone 
recall as many as 2,000 citizens— 
maybe more—turning out on a 
cold winter night to join their 
voices together in common cause? 


Their concerns, expressed in a 
variety of ways by speaker after 
speaker, were these: Why does 
Sedalia have to have a statewide 
reputation as a haven for heroin 
and other drugs? Why have the 
police proved largely incapable of 
dealing with this situation? What of 
the persistent reports that at least 
one 
member 
of 
the 
police 
department may be involved in this 
whole mess? 


Citizens heard the foreman of 
last year’s county grand jury state 
that undercover agents working for 
drug convictions in Sedalia were 
more 
concerned 
about 
the 
trustworthiness of two or three 
police officers than they were the 
criminals they were working to 
apprehend. 


They heard Bothwell Hospital’s 
social services director tell about 
the extent of the drug problem 
here, and how the methadone 
clinic at the University of Kansas 
Medical Center feels that the 
number of heroin addicts in Sedalia 
is far out of proportion to its size. 


From the Concerned Citizens 
Committee, the City Council was 
. handed 
petitions 
bearing 
the 
signatures of around 3,200 Seda- 
lians, all demanding action to 
combat drugs and to give the 


police department new, aggres­ 
sive leadership. 
Anguished mothers, fathers and 
young people told of what it’s like 
on the front lines of the drug war. 
In numerous ways they asked why 
Sedalia 
had 
been allowed 
to 
deteriorate to this level. 


What was the City Council’s 
response to all of this? On a 
Democratic motion to remove the 
chief of police for inefficiency and 
because he has lost the confidence 
of the people, three councilmen 
voted for it and five voted against it 
on two separate occasions. 


Several 
Democrats, 
wrongly 
choosing 
to 
view 
the 
whole 
proceeding as a “trial,” refused to 
heed the evident popular will 
concerning the chief of police. One 
Republican councilman couldn’t 
get excited about anything except 
this newspaper’s alleged failures. 
Another Democrat attempted to 
shift the whole thing onto Mayor 
Jerry J ones’ shoulders. 
The odor of political bossism 
hung 
heavy 
over 
the 
whole 
proceeding. Of course, this is 
nothing new in Sedalia. At any rate, 
it 
was 
evident 
that 
several 
councilmen take their cues from 
someone other than the public. 


Was the meeting, then, a failure? 
Not really. The kind of public 
citizen action we saw galvanized 
Monday night will not dissipate 
that 
easily 
and 
the 
time 
is 
approaching wh^n—in some form 
or manner—the public will shall 
be carried out.

Merry-go-round 
Angry husband slew 


King, said Hoover 


By JACK ANDERSON 


WASHINGTON - The FBI vendetta 
against Dr. Martin Luther King Jr. didn’t 
end with his murder. The old FBI bulldog 
J. Edgar Hoover, who had tried to blacken 
King’s name while he was alive, also tried 
to tarnish his death. 


Not long after King was gunned down on 
the balcony of his Memphis motel on April 
4, 1968, Hoover sent word to me that the 
motive behind the murder was not racism 
but cuckoldry, that the assassin apparently 
had been hired by a jealous husband. 


I have held back this story for more than 
seven years because of my rule against 
revealing sources. But Hoover is now 
fading from the contemporary scene into 
history. His incredible attempt to panic 
King into committing suicide, it seems to 
me, also abrogates any right he may have 
to 
confidentiality. 
Therefore, 
I 
have 
decided it is in the public interest to tell the 
story. 


Back in 1968,1 was on good terms with 
the old FBI curmudgeon. He sent word 
through an intermediary that King's killer, 
James Earl Ray, had been in Los Angeles 
shortly before he returned east to stalk the 
civil rights leader. 


Hoover’s messenger suggested that Ray 
had been hired by a jealous husband, who 
had become enraged by the discovery that 
his wife had borne Kings child. The 
intermediary identified the Los Angeles 
couple and showed me supporting data, 
including an FBI report describing a 
passionate interlude between the wife and 
Dr. King in a New York City hotel. 


I was eager, of course, to find out who 
was behind the assassination. So flew to 
Los Angeles and did my damndest to 
confirm the FBI leads. I waylaid the wife 
and husband separately for confrontational 
interviews and questioned others who 
might have known of the alleged love 
affair, the paternity of the child or the 
attitude of the husband toward King. 


I could find absolutely no evidence which 
contradicted the couple’s own explanation 
that Dr. King was an honored friend of the 
family, a frequent guest in their home and 
nothing more. 


I 
also 
discovered 
with 
deepening 
apprehension that there were no FBI 
agents on this trial that was supposed to be 
so hot. I returned to Washington satisfied 
that the FBI story was erroneous and half 
convinced that it was a deliberate hoax. 


Yet I was reluctant to believe ill of 
Hoover. Like so many others, I wanted to 
believe there was at least one rock of 
integrity in Washington. He had, after all, 
created a miracle — an honest and efficient 
police force out of what had been in 1924 a 
corrupt 
menagerie 
of 
drunks, 
hacks, 
misfits and courthouse hangers on. So I 
kept the jury out on Hoover. 


In late 1970 the jury came in, for me. I 
happened to be on an airplane with the late 
Rep. Hale Boggs, D-La., then the House 
Democratic leader. He told me how 
members 
of 
Congress 
were 
being 
intimidated, if not blackmailed, by Hoover. 


He said that the FBI would come upon a 
skeleton in a member’s closet — a woman, 
a vice, a shady business associate — and 
then get word to him that an accusation 
against him had reached the FBI and they 
wanted to alert him so he could be on his 
guard. From then on, the congressman was 
likely to be a captive of Hoover’s. 


For the next few days, I circulated 
among officials and newsmen who were 
likely to know something about the dark 
side of Hoover. I discovered that every last 
one of them was afraid of Hoover. A check 
of the newspaper morgues in late 1970 
demonstrated the result of Hoover’s carrot- 
and-stick mastery of public relations: 
decades 
of 
laudatory, 
often idolizing 
coverage; 
but 
no 
sustained, 
brass- 
knuckled, mass circulation attack and few 
criticisms of any kind. 


Because we believed no police official 
should ever become this powerful in 
America, we began an investigation of the 
FBI chief. In a series of columns that ran 
sporadically from December, 1970, through 
the fall of 1971, we revealed among other 
things: 


That Hoover had received $50,000 for 
books 
written in his name by FBI 
personnel on government time; that he had 
accepted annual free vacations at the Hotel 
Del Charro near the Del Mar, Calif., 


racetrack 
from 
oil 
millionaire 
Clint 
Murchison, Jr.; that Hoover used the FBI 
to dig up and circulate dirt about the 
private lives of prominent Americans who 
had committed no crime; that he had kept 
congressmen under surveillance, then lied 
about it. 


We also discovered that the man of steel, 
the deity who kept a life-sized bronze bust 
of himself in the foyer of his home, was in 
reality, even as you and I, a fatty with a 
sweet tooth and a stomach full of gas 
pains; a dweller in a burglary-ridden 
neighborhood whose own Christmas lights 
had been vandalized; a fearful old man 
who crouched down in one corner of his 
bulletproof limousine and propped up his 
hat in another corner. 


As the months of 1971 passed, and it was 
seen that we had not been struck down by 
lightning, critical scrutiny began through­ 
out the national media — Life, Time, 
Newsweek, 
the 
daily 
press, 
nightly 
television. 


The 
result was instructive. Hoover 
suddenly pulled in his horns. He began to 
turn down Nixonite requests for bag jobs. 
He vetoed the White House “Huston Plan’’ 
to formalize the presidential guerrilla 
warfare against the Constitution. 


White House aides complained that 
Hoover had grown soft. But Hoover had 
rediscovered the restraints of the American 
system — too late for his reputation but not 
too late for the country.

On the same day that Abraham Lincoln 
issued the Emancipation Proclamation —

WASHINGTON — I listened an entire 
recently 
to 
eight 
presidential 
didates talk to an assemblage of 
ernors. 


They spoke in tired 
cliches, their words roll­ 
ing out in resonant pe­ 
jorative 
phrases 
care­ 
fully grouped in threes 
for emphasis as taught 
in 
freshman 
public 
speaking. 
They 
were 
clearly men engrossed 
in form and devoid of 
ideas, looking back wist­ 
fully on bygone days. 


Worse, they were charlatans: 


Senators 
inveighing 
against 
budget 
deficits they voted to create — some having 
led the pack. 
Congressmen fulminating against the 
federal bureaucracy, created and protected 
by laws they voted or neglected to change. 


Cromley 


Disdainfully bewailing the red tape and 
overlapping which make the administering 
of federal programs by state governors next 
to 
impossible, 
insuring 
waste 
and 
corruption, ignoring their own dominant 
roles in creating this mishmash of 1,000 
duplicating, 
conflicting, 
paper-shuffling 
projects. 


Sonorously attacking big spending, then 
promising 
gigantic 
federal 
outlays 
if 
elected president. 


Item — Advocating that Washington take 
over a third of all education costs in states, 
counties and cities — and all welfare costs. 


Funding 
their 
mammoth 
spending 
proposals would be simple, they said. Cut 
unemployment, thus saving billions in 
compensation, adding multibillions to the 
gross national product and major sums to 
government income. 


They were intensely vague on how to 
accomplish 
this. 
Some 
advocated 
government make-work programs, with 
more 
spending. Some mentioned 
the 
Roosevelt-era work setup. Others wanted 


more training. Some omitted specifics 
entirely. Several spoke lovingly of the good 
old 
1960s, conveniently forgetting the 
Vietnam war took up much employment 
slack in those years. 


One of the more liberal of the group 
promised belligerently that as president he 
would attack inflation by standing up to 
and facing down the oil cartel countries, 
refusing to let them determine the prices 
we would pay for petroleum. No, he 
wouldn’t call in the Marines. But he’d show 
them. He spoke vaguely of holding out on 
what these lands need. 


Most were heartily in favor of an energy 
bill which, as one cynically admitted, 
would cut back oil and gasoline prices 
conveniently until after the election, then 
allow a new president, presumably one of 
them, to raise prices. 


It 
was 
a 
day 
spent 
listening 
to 
automatons, every hair in place, every tie. 
shirt and suit, matching, every word 
modulated in a perfection of cadence that 
would warm the heart of any teacher of 
elocution. 


Some had faces so expressionless one 
wondered if they were speaking from a 
teleprompter or tuned in by ear-plug 
receiver to some distant speech writer, 
mouthing words which apparently had no 
meaning even to them. 


Others faced 
us with 
never-varying 
smiles which became unbelievable as time 
wore on. 


Others 
spoke 
with 
an 
intimacy 
reminscent of blue sky salesmen letting us 
in on some get-rich scheme. 


The gestures were contrived, the hands 
and arms moving out for emphasis at 
precisely the right moment and at the 
proper angle, except for one who regularly 
moved out his arms, stopping half way as 
though feeling silly, but compelled to try 
and try again according to rules laid down 
by his mentors. 


Some, for emphasis and oratorical effect, 
stretched out their words monotonously — 
heeere, todaaay. youuu, paaarty. 


These men happened to be Democrats. 
But the Republican speakers are as dismal. 


Thomas Jefferson was not 
only a lawyer and advocate of 
America’s independence, he 
w as 
also an a rc hi te ct, 
botanist, classicist, inventor 
and musician. The author of 
th e 
D e c l a r a t i o n 
of 
Independence, inspired in his 
political thinking by John 
Locke, designed his own 
homes, Monticello. Jeffer­ 
son’s prelude to the Declara­ 
tion, “A Summary View of the

WASHINGTON - There is an old 
African proverb that “when two elephants 
fight, the grass gets bruised.’ 


Well, little Anjgola is 
going to wind pp with 
a lot of bruises, be­ 
cause the pachyderms 
of international politics 
have made this fqrmer 
Portuguese colony the 
latest of their interna­ 
tional battlegrounds. 
Rowan 
The Soviet Union is 
pumping in lots of sophisticated arms along 
with some 4,000 Cuban mercenaries to try 
to ensure that the Popular Movement for 
the Liberation of Angola (MPLA) becomes 
the ruling force in this new nation. 


The United States is giving money and 
arms to Holden Roberto’s National Front 
for the Liberation of Angola (FNLS), even 
though Roberto seems to have more 
support in neighboring Zaire than he does 
in Angola. 


The U.S. seems to be hedging its bets by 
also supporting the National Front for the 
Total Independence of Angola (UNITA), 
with tlie Chinese ironically working the 
same side of the fence, trying to prevent 
the Soviet Union from using the Popular 
Movement to establish a firm Communist 
beachhead in black Africa. 


Fear of a 
Communist 
Angola has 
provoked South Africa to aid UNITA, with 
some reports claiming that at least 1,000 
South Africans are involved in the fighting. 
South African involvement automatically 
makes the MPLA more palatable to 
Africans. 


And now, as though poor Angola were 
not being ravaged enough, we learn that 
the Congress of Racial Equality (CORE) 
and its chairman, Roy Innis, have hustled 
up funds from the Central Intelligence 
Agency, or Uganda, or the Organization of 
African Unity, or someplace, and CORE is 
recruiting black U.S. Vietnam veterans to 
fight in Angola. 


There are 
tragedy here. 
two special elements of 


The first is that personal greed and lust 
for power can so divide Angolan leaders 
that they become pawns in the power 
struggles of the big powers, neither of 
which means Africans any good. And greed 
and stupidity are the controlling factors, 
because time surely will show that there 
isn’t a lot of ideological difference between 
Roberto, Jonas Savimbi of UNITA and 
Agostinho Neto of MPLA. 


The second pitiful reality is that U.S. 
actions regarding Africa in recent years 
have been so bereft of respect, sensitivity 
or morality that the U.S. is without real or 
lasting influence in this situation. 


Secretary of State Kissinger has, by his 
own admission, gone for years without an 
African policy. His ad hoc actions and 
appointments relating to that continent 
have been arrogantly disdainful of the 
expressed desires of African heads of state 
and foreign ministers. So, with regard to 
Angola, Kissinger is reduced to futile 
pleadings that if the Russians truly believe 
in detente they will halt their intervention 
in Angola. 


And Kissinger is being upstaged by UN 
Ambassador Patrick Moynihan’s rantings 
about how the Soviet Union is colonizing 
Africa and Moynihan’s challenge to the UN 
to do something about it. 


Moynihan knows, of course, that a UN 
that was too weak to control Soviet actions 
in Hungary or Czechoslovakia, or U.S. 
actions in Vietnam or the Dominican 
Republic, remains too weak to dictate to 
the Soviets about what they may do in 
Angola. Moynihan’s rehetoric seems more 
designed to embarrass the UN, where the 
votes have not gone to his liking lately, 
than to spare Angola more agony. 


If our goal is to keep the Soviet Union out 
of Angola and the heart of Africa, few 
things could be more counterproductive 
than these speeches by Moynihan. His anti- 
Third World diatribes have gone over well 
in Podunk and the country clubs of Fatcat, 
America, but Moynihan is held in contempt 
by those Africans who ultimately will 
decide whether Angola and the rest of that 
continent turn to communism, socialism or 
something else.

“It feels good.” young Kelber 
added. “I can start living a 
new life.” 
The Kelbers agreed to pay a 
$250 fine for allegedly abduct­ 
ing the boy from Ohio, family 
lawyers said. Under the court 
settlement, they will be allowed 
to keep the boy in Naples. 
Circuit Court Judge Charles 
Carlton denied visitation rights 
to the parents, Harvey and An­ 
drea 
Kelber 
of 
Painesville, 
Ohio. But he said he may grant 
the rights later 
“This leaves it open for him 
to get to know his real parents 
as he becomes better adjust­ 
ed,” said John Asbell, who rep­ 
resented the parents. 
The six-point agreement, pro­ 
posed by young Harvey’s fa­ 
ther, was signed by the par­ 
ents, grandparents and an Ohio 
prosecutor who flew to Florida 
for the case, Asbell said. 
Welfare 
officials 
in 
Lake 
County, Ohio, had placed young 
Harvey with his grandparents 
nine years ago after he was se­ 
verely beaten by his father and 
suffered several broken and 
fractured bones. 
The father underwent psy­ 
chiatric counseling and even­ 
tually was granted permission 
to have the boy visit him. 
However, the elder Kelbers 
claimed young Harvey needed 
protection and took him with 
them to live in two other states 
before settling in Florida last 
year.

Carney’s defense, Reynoldson 
said, because the doctor’s testi­ 
mony was the majoi proof of 
one element in the crime of 
kidnaping — confining the vic­ 
tim against his will. 
The alleged kidnaping oc­ 
curred in May, 1974, when Car­ 
ney visited his former wife at 
her home in Brooklyn.

Regular blood loss 
tied to one anemia 


Dear Dr. Lamb — Recently 
you had a letter in your column 
from a woman suffering from 
iron deficiency anemia. I think 
you missed the boat in not 
p o i n t i n g 
out 
t h a t 
hypothyroidism is a common 
cause of this problem and very 
easy to treat. I speak from 
experience. 
From childhood until I was 23 
every blood test I ever took 
showed 
a 
low 
hemoglobin 
count. I would take iron and my 
count would come up. The 
minute I stopped it went back 
down. 
When I was 23 I acquired a 
new doctor who immediately 
ordered a basal metabolism 
test. 
I 
turned 
out 
to be 
hypothyroid, and the minute he 
put 
me 
on 
thyroid 
my 
hemoglobin count went up and 
stayed up, in spite of the fact 
that I had six-day periods and 
very heavy bleeding. 
I'm now 46, and the only time 
I had any problem with iron 
deficiency was the time I 
donated 
blood 
during 
my 
menstrual period. 
Dear Reader — Thank you 
for the thought. It is true that 
low thyroid function can cause 
anemia, but that is not an iron 
deficiency anemia, and it is not 
the common cause of anemia. 
There is a hormone called 
erythropoietin that stimulates 
the formation of red cells by the 
bone 
marrow. 
Increased 
amounts of this hormone are 
produced 
at 
high 
altitudes 
because of oxygen-poor air, and 
this stimulates the production 
of more red cells. In low thyroid 
conditions the amount of this 
hormone that is produced is 
decreased. 


In low thyroid conditions, the 
body’s whole metabolic process 
is slowed down, and the body 
needs less oxygen. That means 
you need fewer red blood cells 
to transport oxygen, so it isn't 
surprising that the red cell 
production falls. It is really just 
the opposite of what happens at 
high altitude. 
If there is also an iron 
deficiency or some problem in 
absorption of victamin B-12. the 
anemia 
is 
made worse 
in 
hypothyroidism 
The point is that if your 
problem 
is 
iron 
deficiency 
anemia and you have a normal 
thyroid, which most people do, 
taking thyroid won’t help at all, 
despite 
your 
personal 
experience. In medicine you 
can’t assume that what happens 
in 
one 
case 
provides 
an 
e.planation for all other cases. 
The common cause for iron 
deficiency anemia is the regular 
loss of even small amounts of 
blood. The bleeding eliminates 
more iron than is absorbed 
from the diet. The negative iron 
balance leads to iron deficiency 
and anemia. This problem is 
rather 
common 
in 
women 
during 
the 
years 
that 
menstruation occurs regularly. 
It is well known that women in 
this age group need additional 
iron, about twice as much as 
men in the same age group 
without any bleeding or in 
women after the menopause 
The anemia is only one 
m anifestation 
of 
iron 
deficiency. Inadequate amounts 
of iron lead to many other 
problems 
in 
the 
body's 
function. Iron deficiency is the 
most common cause of anemia 
in our culture. (NEA)* 


Teacher dons wigs et al 


to 'revive' scientists 


MODESTO. Calif. (AP) - 
It’s not really a miracle of sci­ 
ence that allows Aristotle. Ga­ 
lileo or Sir Isaac Newton to 
substitute for high school 
teacher Odell Scott. 
The 
long-dead 
heroes 
of 
chem istry, physics and 
astronomy are not actually re­ 
vived for their classroom 
stints. 
Scott, costumed and be- 
wigged, impersonates the 
famed scientists to make his 
lessons more stimulating for 
students at Modesto High 
School. 
Scott. 50. chairman of the 
science department, began 
impersonating the ancient 
greats after growing a beard 
in 1970 as part of this San Joa­ 
quin Valley city’s centennial 
celebration. 
“ When I walked into the 
classroom that year, some 
students started joking and 
saying. 
There’s Aristotle.’” 
Scott said. 
That got him to thinking, 
and several days pater he ap­ 
peared in class draped in a 
sheet and carrying a candle to 
impersonate the Greek logi­ 
cian. 
“ I’m not an actor.” Scott 
said. "The only reason I do 
this is to get a better educa­ 
tional situation going.” 
Scott’s costume stockroom 
features a sack full of wigs 
and beards from a discount 
store, an old Air Force over­ 
coat to portray Dmitri Men­ 
deleyev. the inventor of the 


periodic chart of the ele­ 
ments. a paper roll for 
Galileo's telescope, «no as­ 
sorted capes, hats and cloaks. 
Preparation for the roles is 
the hardest part of im­ 
p erso n atin g s c ie n tific 
stardom. Scott said. 
"It takes about four hours’ 
study the night before to get 
ready, making lengthy notes 
about the character or reread­ 
ing his books.” Scott said. 
History students also keep 
him busy — and occasionally 
embarrassed. 
"One student asked ‘Men­ 
deleyev’ who the Czar was — 
and I forgot.” he said. 
Scott dons his musty garb 
only about six times a year, to 
avoid "riding a good horse to 
death.” He says student reac­ 
tion helps him gauge the value 
of the lessons. 
"They especially seem to 
enjoy disproving Aristotle’s 
theories or placing Copernicus 
on trial.” he said.

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Uncle Sam starting to fight crime against the elderly

WASHINGTON (AP) - She 
is past 70 and becoming un­ 
steady on her feet. She lives 
alone now. her husband dead 
three years, their children 
grown and settled elsewhere 
She is alone with fear. 
It is there when a stranger 
raps on the door, when foot­ 
steps echo on the street, when 
she awakens to real or imag­ 
ined noises in the night 
People say she has no re­ 
a so n to be a f r a id 
The 
neighbors are fnendly. and 
there are strong locks on the 
doors 
Still, she hears the news 
that the nation's crime rate is 
going up She hears an old ac­ 
quaintance. a man about her 
age. was killed in his bedroom 
by burglars She reads about a 
young woman who was raped 
She absorbs all these things 
and. realizing her own frailty, 
she retreats inside her home 
in fear she might be the next 
victim 
Federal government of­ 
ficials have never seen her 
face, but the elderly widow 
living alone is one of their 
principal concerns as they 
begin to deal with the pro­ 
blems of crime and old people. 


The Law Enforcement As­ 
s is ta n c e A d m in is tr a tio n 
(LEAA). which spends nearly 
$1 billion a year on crime- 
fighting projects, is just start­ 
ing to finance programs for 
the elderly. It has announced 
a $200,000 research project to 
determine what local officials 
can do 
Another $200,000 is 
earmarked for an instruction 
manual and for a team of ex­ 
perts to teach local police how 
to help old people. 
Authorities in Syracuse. 
N Y., and Plainfield. N.J.. are 
using LEAA money for safety 
measures in public housing 
projects for the elderly. 
No one know’s how many el­ 
derly are the victims of cnm e 
National studies published by 
LEAA say that people over 65 
are attacked less frequently 
than those in any other age 
group But crime experts say 
the situation may be very

person, but that same act 
against an older person might 
result in prolonged illness, 
and a very difficult and a 
tim e-consum ing recovery 
period.’' adds Gene Bartell. 
director of the Baltimore Area 
Agency on Aging 
Work says the LEAA has 
found that state and local po­ 
lice are becoming more sensi­ 
tive to the needs of the elder­ 
ly. So is the FBI. which is 
sponsoring a project that is 
different from its usual role 
Last July. FBI Director 
Clarence M Kelley launched 
what he called a “cnm e re­ 
sistance program ” aimed at 
narrowly defined cnm e pro­ 
blems and one. in Wilmington. 
D el., d e a ls w ith c rim e s 
against old people. 


Kelley calls the program a 
modest and inexpensive one 
that might work I’nder it. two 
FBI agents and two Wilm­ 
ington police study how crime 
affects old people and what 
the elderly themselves and 
the community as a whole can 
do about the problem. 
“The fact that the FBI is in­ 
volved probably does give the 
program more impetus.'' said 
FBI agent Tom Carpenter He 
and agent Mike Kirchenbauer 
came off the bank robbery de­ 
tail to join Wilmington police 
Sgt. Louis Dempsey and Lt. 
Stanley Fnedm an for the pro­ 
ject . 
The team first set out to 
learn what crimes were com­ 
mitted against the elderly in 


the city of 80.000 with almost 
one-fifth of the population 60 
and older. Polls had shown the 
elderly feared street rob­ 
beries and assaults the most, 
so the team began with those 
crimes. 
After studying police data of 
423 incidents between July 1. 
1974. and June 30. 1975. the 
task force found that persons 
60 and older were the victims 
in nearly one-third of the 
cases. 
The typical victim was a 
white woman 60 to 77. at­ 
tacked between 10 a.m. and 4 
p.m. within four blocks of 
home. Most attackers were 
black males between 13 and 
21. living within 10 blocks of 
their victims. 
The data did not indicate 
why young blacks were at­ 
tacking elderly white women 
in r a c ia lly m ix ed c o m ­ 
munities “We're not even go­ 
ing to hazard a guess as to 
why." said Dempsey. 
But George B. Sunderland 
of the American Association 
of Retired Persons feels “the 
biggest problem is where an 
aging white population is in­ 
terfacing with a teen-age 
minority population " 
Why? “The economic rea­ 
sons. and because, whatever 
you want to call it. it’s an anti­ 
social act directed against an 
opposing element." 
Kid Leonard, who is black, 
pondered the same question 
outside the Crestview Apart­ 
ments. a high-rise develop­ 
ment for the elderly. The Kid 
is 67 and slightly paunchy, but 
with vivid memories of his 
days as a professional boxer. 
His re al nam e is Louis 
Johnson. 
“ It's just simply statistics 
— there are more blacks in 
the city Over 70 per cent of 
the children in school here 
now are black. White teachers 
don't know how to teach them. 
Where are they going to get 
any sense of direction?" 
Even Kid Leonard, who 
say s he has n ev e r been 
mugged, “maybe because I 
look a little too rough for 
th em ." admits to concern 
about crime. 


There have been no burglar­ 
ies at the Crestview Apart­ 
m ents since security was 
tightened recently to prevent 
children who live nearby from 
entering the building at will. 
Evelyn Kotoski said 
“The children used to come 
and say they were from that 
little church and they come 
over here to visit with us." she 
said 
“ Some people were 
stupid enough to let them in 
the a p a rtm en t 
And then 
th e y 'd ask to go to the 
bathroom 
The next thing 
you know, they've gone out 
with your money or your 
jewelry or your purse." 


I r o n i c a l l y , t he C r i m e 
Resistance Task Force may 
turn to the children as protec­ 
tors of the elderly. Friedman 
said the team is talking with 
school officials about a “ little 
b ro th ers" program where 
children would “ adopt" the 
elderly to accompany them on 
shopping trips.

Team members say they’re 
working on these other ap­ 
proaches : 


—A publicity campaign to 
persuade older women not to 
carry purses, but to conceal 
cash and other necessities in 
hidden pockets. They're lining 
up seamstresses “to teach 
people to put pockets in their 
dresses."

—Pushing community lead­ 
ers. especially those retired, 
to organize older people into 
volunteer groups to teach such 
crime-prevention techniques 
as locking doors and going out 
in groups instead of alone.

— The federal government 
began licensing Gettysburg 
Battlefield guides in 1915 and 
Ralph Butt, the only one left 
from the original group, is 
still taking tourists to see the 
high points of the most famous 
and bloodiest Civil War fight. 
And so is J. Guv Wolf, the 
oldest guide — at 93 — who 
works “ to keep young, to keep 
active, to give me something 
to do — no rocking chair for 
me.” 
Wolf, a retired high school 
math teacher, rides only in 
visitors’ cars, collecting $8 for 
a two-hour trip, and refuses io 
go out with a busload of school 
kids. 
“ Forty-two years in the 
schcolhouse and then buses 
with t h e m ? ” he says. 
“ Nothing doing. I'm not in it 
for the money. I'm out for my 
health.” 
Wolf and Butt are among 76 
active guides permitted to es­ 
cort those among the 1.8 mil­ 
lion annual visitors who want 
a personalized account of this 
unhappy chapter in America’s 
history. 
The 77-year-old Butt, a 
greatgrandfather and a 
widower like Wolf, doesn’t 
mind touring with children but 
he has given up buses, too. 
since he broke his hip a year 
ago. and now has to use a 
cane. 
“ I find people are more 
friendly today than years 
ago.” Butt says. “ Maybe it’s 
because most know very little 
about the battlefield. In the 
early years, riding around in a 
horse and buggy, we used to 
get a lot of Civil War veterans 
and their children and those 
old soldiers did most of the 
talking about what they did 
here.” 
Licensing of guides came 
after visitors’ complaints that 
many who worked the battle­ 
field for fees didn't know- 
much about those terrible 
three days in July. 1863. when 
more than 10.000 men of the 
Blue and Gray were killed and 
another 40.000 wounded 


Since then Gettysburg has 
prospered on the memory of 
those casualties, the citizenry 
creating a maze of museums, 
souvenir stands, entertain- 
m e n t s . 
m o t e l s 
and 
restaurants. 
In the official museum run 
by the National Park Service 
there are all sorts of 
memorabilia — pieces of can­ 
non balls, bullet shells, rifles, 
swords, uniforms, canteens 
and so forth 
Visitors stop at the museum 
to get their bearings, pick up a 
battlefield map. buy pictures 
and books, and maybe hire a 
guide. 
They touch the historic can­ 
non standing in the fields 
they crouch behind the rocks 
that protected the soldiers 112 
years ago 
they climb over 
the fences and stone walls that 
confronted the troops of 
Generals Lee. Meade. Picket. 
Sickles. Longstreet and War­

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Masked author turns on to sexual fantasies

NEW YORK (AP) - 
There’s a woman traveling 
around the country with a 
black “Lone Ranger” mask 
on her face. Sometimes she 
even puts a brown paper bag 
over her head when being 
photographed or interviewed 
on television. 
But no .masked rider of the 
plains is she. She calls herself 
“J. Aphrodite,” and is the au­ 
thor of a book on'sex fantasies 
for women. She says she hides 
because of the book’s subject, 
because she has a six-year-old 
daughter and because her 
telephone number is listed. 
But the mask adds that tinge 
of oddball mystery that 
publicists are fond of while 
J. Aphrodite 


promoting books, especially 
books on sex. 
The 34-year-old w riter 
talked recently about herself 
and why she wrote ‘To Turn 
You On,” a book she insists is 
not autobiographical. 
“I’m very interested in 
turning on,” she said un­ 
masked, sitting in the lounge 
of the Museum of Modern Art. 
“You can have it all if. you 
have it mentally.” 


Many sex therapists recom- 
i lend fantasy books and arti­ 
cles for their patients who are 
attempting to understand sex­ 
ual pleasure, she said. But 
most are written by male psy­ 
chologists who try to interpret 
female fantasies for the re­ 
ader. 


‘To Turn You On” was writ­ 
ten and edited by women. It is 
a compilation of fantasies sub­ 
mitted to J. Aphrodite by 
friends. 


‘‘Friends told friends, and 
they’d call with ideas that 
emerged from consciousness 
raising groups or just dis­ 
cussion,” she said. “In every 
case, they were things that 
turned women on. Some were 
very traditional — seduction, 
domination.” 


There are 39 fantasies in the 
book, ranging from sexual en­ 
counters with a masseuse, a 
gynecologist, a delivery boy 
and one’s best friend, to sex in 
a pornographic movie, swim­ 
ming pool, the office, a frater­ 
nity house and a gay bar. 


“I spoke to a lot of wbmen 
around my age — some older, 
some younger — and I wanted 
to talk to much older women 
who have a very special sex­ 
ual approach and need,” she 
said. “So I added chapters on 
widows and women who 
looked less than perfect. ” 


This is the first book for J. 
Aphrodite, a book editor who 
grew up in New York City’s 
Brooklyn, where she said she 
had a “ typically lower- 
middleclass experience.” She 
was 18 when she married and 
30 when she divorced. 


“I am young enough to identi­ 
fy with some of the new sexual 
values and old enough to know 
about repression,” she said. 


“Why do we need permission? 
Sex is such a pleasurable 
thing. I made a very concert­ 
ed effort to have women 
respond the way I think they 
really do.” 


Some feminists have object­ 
ed to the book, saying some of 
the fantasies perpetuated 
longstanding myths about 
male domination in sex. They 
particularly disliked the chap­ 
ters dealing with seduction by 
the gynecologists, bondage in 
a gay bar and being nude on a 
therapist’s knee. 


“ This response by the 
feminists is not facing reali­ 
ty ,’’ J. Aphrodite said. 
“Women turn on to these 
things.”

Bayh would accept a larger deficit

its imported oil through a pool 
arrangement, with a single 
purchasing authority looking 
for the best buy. 
“In a uniform pool, we 
would use all of our purchas­ 
ing power wherever we could 
buy it the cheapest, and that 
way you could begin to force 
divisions in OPEC,” he said. 


In an interview on cam­ 
paign issues, Bayh also ad­ 
vocated: 
—Collective action by West­ 
ern industrial powers to try to 
break the foreign oil cartel. 
“I’d be willing to say ‘Okay, 
gentlemen, you need our tech­ 
nology and you’re not going to 
get our technology as long as 
you cause us to suffer econom­ 
ically.’” 
—A strategic food reserve, 
to stockpile wheat and other 
commodities so that the Unit­ 
ed States can export food 
while maintaining stability in 
supplies at home, to avoid 
escalating prices. 
—Continued efforts to im­ 
prove relationships with 
China and the Soviet Union, 
under a secretary of state who 
would be less of a one-man 
show than Henry A. Kissinger. 


“ I would rather have 
foreign policy developed in a 
broader public context, where 
you weigh alternatives before 
the edict is handed down,” he 
said. “... I don’t believe this 
personal diplomacy really has 
very many long-range 
benefits.” 
Bayh put major emphasis 
on the effort to spur economic 
activity and produce more 
jobs, regardless of the short-

term impact on the federal 
budget. He said the only way 
to achieve long-term balance 
in the budget is to revive the 
economy and thus boost tax 
revenues. 
For openers. Bayh said he 
advocates a tax cut to “maybe 
add $4 or $5 billion” to the $16 
billion 1975 tax reduction. 
Bayh also said ‘the high in­ 
terest rate, tight money policy 
is making it impossible for us 
to really recover,” and the 
Federal Reserve system 
! should be overhauled so that 


an administration can exert 
more direct control over such 
policies. 
He said there should not be 
a federal spending cut — as 
President Ford demands — to 
offset tax reductions, but, to 
the contrary, “a major new 
jobs program” to provide 
public employment where it is 
needed. 
“... I think if we’re con­ 
cerned about the deficit, as I 
am, really concerned, we 
have to look at where the de­ 
ficit came from,” Bayh said. 
“ It d id n ’t come from 
Congress spending $70 billion 
more. 
“It came from a falloff of 
tens of billions of dollars of re­ 
venue from eight million peo­ 
ple who weren’t working, 
weren’t paying taxes, small 


businesses going bankrupt, 
large corporations operating 
in the red instead of the black. 


“And the only way you’re 
going to deal with that deficit 
is to get people working,” 
Bayh said. “When they’re 
working, they’re paying tax­ 
es, we balance that budget. If 
you go from 8.6 per cent to 4 
per cent unemployment, even 
to 5 per cent... you go to a sur­ 
plus quickly when you look at 
the fact that each 1 per cent 
unemployment costs $16 
billion in lost revenues and in­ 
creased need for human 
services.” 
Bayh said the real question 
is how to get to full employ­ 
ment. “Are we going to have a 
series of $40-or $50or $60- 
billion deficits, or are we go­ 
ing to have one good shot and

get us out of this situation,” he 
said. “I think a year or two we 
could have reasonably full 
employment without inflation 
and without the tragic deficits 
we’ve had. 
“I think you have to do some 
reordering of priorities, you 
have to cut the fat out of the 
defense budget, you have to 
plug up tax loopholes, you 
have to look at some pro­ 
grams that may not be work­ 
ing and if they’re not working 
get rid of them.” 


But Bayh said he wouldn’t 
try to combat inflation by 
budget cutting. He said he 
would try to hold down energy 
prices, “keep that cost down 
instead of letting it go up as 
Ford wants to let it go up,” 
and also by antitrust and 
monopoly enforcement action 
to deal with administered 
prices. 


He said if such steps don’t 
control price increases, he 
would be prepared to seek 
wage and price controls as a 
lat alternative. 
“I think inflation can be 
controlled by dealing with 
energy and food and enforcing 
antitrust and monopoly, and 
that failing, I’d use an in­ 
comes policy rather than put

High impact plastic cabinet with 
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Electronic bloodhound sniffs for m edical answers 


NEW YORK (AP) — The 
physician is puzzled because 
his patient has not responded 
to the new wonder drug as ex­ 
pected. What are other doc­ 
tors doing in similar cases? 
A young nursing student 
wants to find out why the 
elderly Chinese gentleman in 
her charge refuses to let her 
sponge-bathe him. Personal 
idiosyncrasy? His culture? 
Does she have bad breath? 
How do you deal with a pa­ 
tient who has a phobia about 
rats, the psychiatrist wants to 
know. What’s new in cancer 
detection by nuclear magnetic 
resonance? 
$ 
What do all of these ques^ 
tions have in common? All 
were asked of reference 
librarians at Downstate 
M ed ical C enter (Sta te 
University of New York) in 
Brooklyn. 
It may never replace him in 
the charm-and-charisma de­ 
partment, but when it comes 
to supplying information 
about the treatment of pa­ 
tients and research for the 
prevention and cure of dis­ 
ease, the library’s computer 
terminal has Marcus Welby 
all beat. 
About 250 times a month, 
the 
typewriter-like 
machine 
points the probing eyes of a 
central computer in Albany 
— known as the SU N Y 
Biomedical Communications 
Network — toward the ac­ 
cumulated knowledge found in 
more than three m illion 
articles and books. 
Somewhere in that mass of 
words may lie the answer. 
The trick is to find it. 
“ When you consider that the 
Downstate library alone re­ 
ce ive s 3,000 d iffe re n t 
periodicals — the National 
Library of Medicine. 18.000 — 
you realize how big the job 
is.” says June G. Rosenberg, 
assistant librarian. Until 
about five years ago. anyone 
at the center who wanted to 
study the literature on a given 
subject would have to spend 
days, if not weeks, tediously 


picking through voluminous 
indexes for clues to the right 
article in the right journal, 
she explains. 
With the help of the elec­ 
tronic bloodhound, however, 
the librarian can usually sniff 
out precisely the bit of in­ 
formation that doctors and 
other health professionals 
need to do a better job — and 
in minutes, Mrs. Rosenberg 
says. 
The key to success? Asking 
the computer the right ques­ 
tion. Mrs. Rosenberg and Rob­ 
ert J. Lord, the two reference 
librarians at the Brooklyn 
medical center, are trained to 
do “ computer searches of 
data bases” to locate reports, 
articles, and books in print.

Frequently. Mrs. Rosen­ 
berg says, the doctor gives the 
librarian a list of subject 
headings he’s picked up from 
“ In dex Medicus,” the re­ 
ference bible for the medical 
profession. “ But what we 
need,” she says, “ is a specific 
statement of what he wants. 
Wp look for the key words that 


One doctor who could not 
narrow down his subject head­ 
ings had to cart off a biblio­ 
graphy that filled two large 
cartons; another, from a 
search covering only a six- 
month period, got references 
to 194 articles. 


Subjects Term index. From 
this they develop a series of 
terms to either broaden or 
narrow the subject headings. 
Once the “ search strategy’’ 
has been set. the librarian 
types the question into the 
terminal of the information 
retrieval system she has 
selected. 


The quest for the right way 
to phrase the question so that 
the computer will track down 
the right answer leads both re- 
searcher and lib ra ria n 
through MESH, the Medical 


The Downstate library . as 
computer terminals linked to 
the National Library of Medi 
ciné and to DRACON (the 
data base of the National 
Clearing 
House 
on 
Drug 
Abuse and Alcoholism) as 


well as the SUNY Biomedical 
Communications Network. 
Thgough these services, the 
Downstate cesearcher has ac­ 
cess to almost limitless nug­ 
gets of medical information 
Data for the years 1973 to 
1975 are stored for immediate 
retrieval, and it takes about 15 
to 20 minutes from query to 
print-out. Requests for older 
information are relayed to the 
computer and stored for re­ 
trieval in the evening; the ref­ 
erences are then either 
mailed or teletyped to the 
library. 
“ Obviously, the computer 


offers some dandy advantages 
over traditional methods of 
research,” Moody points out. 
“ One is speed. Another is 
greater accuracy. Sometimes, 
also, the computer brings to­ 
gether researchers studying 
different aspects of the same 
problem." 
“ Occasionally, the com­ 
puter fails to turn up a single 
reference. This, believe it or 
not. may be a good sign,” says 
Mrs. Rosenberg, “ if the re­ 
searcher is looking for an 
original research project 
worth its weight in grant 
money.” 


Once the reference material 
has been located, the librarian 
gets it into the researcher’s 
hands so he can read it. There 
are 38 research institutions, 
medical schools, and govern­ 
mental agencies in the SUNY 
network alone, and trying to 
locate the ibrary with the 
needed material may lead the 
librarian on a merry chase 
across the nation and even the 
world.

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Indiano town 
rich in 'firsts’ 


NEW HARMONY. Ind. 
(AP) — For a place whose 
population has never ex­ 
ceeded 1,000. this river town 
has an impressive list of con­ 
tributions to American his­ 
tory. 
Among other things, the 
180-year-old town boasts the 
nation’s first kindergarten, 
first trade school, first free 
coed public school system, 
first women’s club, first free 
library and the site of the na­ 
tion’s first geological survey. 
New Harmony currently is a 


sleepy little town along the 
banks of the Wabash River 
which seemingly belies its 
vigorous beginnings. 
New Harmonites. however, 
hope to renovate that historic 
vitality during an $18-million 
effort currently under way to 
emphasize the town’s history 
and contributions to the na­ 
tion. 
“ I’ve seen the whole New 
Harmony story,” said Helen 
Elliot, “from the time when 
we were sinking almost to ob­ 
livion. After the coming of 


automobiles, the business life 
died on the vine. I've hoped 
for better days and I think 
they've come. We’re concen­ 
trating now on a living 
memorial.” 
The restoration is jointly 
funded by the State of Indiana, 
private philanthropists, and 
foundations. 
If the town changes its char­ 
acter. it will be nothing new. 
The town was founded in 
1814 as Harmonie by a group 
o f G e r m a n L u t h e r a n 
separatists led by a man 
known as Father Rapp. 


The Harmonists, who never 
exceeded 920, believed that 
the second coming of Christ 
would occur within their 
lifetime. 
They were celibate, lived 
under a harsh regime of work 
and self denial, and sub­ 
ordinated themselves to the 
command of Father Rapp. 
As other-worldly as they 
were in religion, they were 
very prosperous in business. 
They were also fine builders 
and many of their homes, 
simplistic in their architec­ 
ture, are being restored 


In 1825, the Harmonites re­ 
located to a new community in 
P e n n s y l v a n i a c a l l e d 
Economy, where the sect 
finally died out in 1906. 
The Indiana community 
was sold to a different type of 
utopian visionary — Robert 
Owen, who named it New 
Harmony. Owen, a Welsh in­ 
dustrialist. believed that re­ 
ligion was an impediment to 
true happiness and that the 
key to happiness was educa­ 
tion. 
While Owen’s community 


had a bumper crop of ideas, 
its fields withered and within 
two years Owen had to return 
to England. 


The seed for the current 
f u l l s c a l e r e s t o r a t i o n 
germinated in the 1940s when 
a descendent of Robert Owen. 
Jane Owen of Texas, began 
buying old buildings and 
restoring them 


The town continued as a 
center for experiments for 
many years before it gradual­ 
ly declined

By Oswald & James Jacoby 
If you could always get off 
to the right opening lead you 
could ride away from your 
bridge game in a limousine. 
No one can be right all the 
time, but there are certain 
principles you can follow that 
will help you a lot. 
The most important of these 
is to lead your partner's suit. 
You won’t always be right 
here, but even if it turns out 
wrong your partner isn’t like­ 
ly to be unhappy with you. On 
the other hand if you enter 
into uncharted passages and 
try to find a better lead, you 
may really incur his dis­ 
pleasure. 
West liked his club holding 
and decided to lead it. We 


don’t really blame West. That 
club lead might have been a 
winner, but this time it work­ 
ed out badly for him. South 
grabbed the first club, drew 
trumps with three leads, dis­ 
carded two losing hearts on 
dummy’s long diamonds and 
eventually lost two clubs and 
one heart. Of course, one club 
was ruffed in dummy. 
A heart lead would have 
given East the first three 
tricks and South would still 
have had to lose a club at the 
finish. 


A couple of months ago we 
showed how a player called 
“Desperate Dan” obtained a 
top score in duplicate by bid­ 
ding six spades and being set 
three tricks. A couple of 
readers have asked us to ex­ 
plain why it was such a good 
result. 
The answer is that his score 
was minus 800. If he had let 
his opponents play the slam it 
would have been minus 1370 
and everyone had bid the slam 
so his minus 800 became top 
for those holding his hand.
